The statement that there would probably be an 
advance in the price of section steel rails from $28 to 
$29 put a face on the industrial outlook 
cree very different from that drawn by the 
utlook : Saks ek, 
Good. frequent predictions of a fortnight ago 
that rails would be reduced to $26 per 
ton and that copper would break Mc and possibly 
sell down to 11 cents. The volume of inquiries for 
steel from the railroads is increasing rapidly, and by 
the last of the month the placing of contracts is ex- 
pected to be very active. It is figured that June busi- 
ness will result in a goodly increase in the unfilled 
orders of the United States Steel Corporation, and 
that July and August will witness some very heavy 
gains. 

All lines of trade denote an increased activity, and 
the general outlook of business is better than it has 
been in some time. It is true that there are reduc- 
tions in some lines, but where these occur, it is due to 
natural causes, brought about by the return of busi- 
ness to its natural course. 

Concerning the recent great leaps in the price of tin 
in London, an international metal house says that it 
was largely due to the operations of American con- 
sumers who were taken advantage of. “There were 
purchased in the Straits Settlements by American 
consumers consignments of tin that could not be de- 
livered in New York for four months,” says this au- 
thority. To hedge against this purchase they sold 
three months’ tin in London, and in the ordinary 
course of events would have come out even, or nearly 
so in a stable market. The gyrations in London, 
however, particularly in spot, put the market all out 
of proportion, for where futures naturally command 
a higher price they have recently been under spot. 

So it is all through the market, where unnatural 
causes have advanced or lowered prices. The fact 
that these prices are coming back to normal is the best 
indication of the prosperous condition of the country.

The speed with which this badly needed law was en- 
acted shows what the public can do if it once takes 
hold of any question in earnest. In this instance, how- 
ever, there was very little opposition. 








THe remark of Chairman Gary of the Steel Corpo- 
ration before the Congressional Committee that he 
en “would like to go to some responsible 

Fixed By governmental source and there find out 
Government. What prices the United States Steel Cor- 

poration might lawfully charge for its 
products,” has caused a great deal of comment all 
over the country, many people saying that Mr. Gary 
advocates that prices be fixed by the government and 
others saying that it was because he was being harassed 
by government interference with business. 

While no one knows but Mr. Gary himself, this 
statement was probably a bit of sarcasm, for Mr. Gary 
knows that the fixing of prices on any commodity by 
the government is impractical and almost impossible. 
A price might be fixed, but it would be just as it is 
now with the tariff, a continual disturber of business 
every time any suggestion of a change is made. What 
Mr. Gary probably meant was that he would like to 
have some one tell him what the Steel Corporation 
could do and what it could not do. 

The investigating committee were greatly surprised 
to hear Judge Gary say that he would like to see the 
Sherman “anti-trust” law “overhauled” with a view 
to its improvement. “Would it be a sensible thing,” 
Representative Littleton had asked the witness, “for 
Congress to create a joint committee for the purpose 
of hearing capital and labor, restrained and unre- 
strained industries, with a view of organizing and pre- 


| paring an elaborate ‘anti-trust’ law which would meet 


and correct the situation, which would strengthen the 
law where it needs strengthening and elaborate it 
where it needs elaboration?’ To which the chairman 
of the Corporation’s exeeutive board made answer 


‘promptly and positively: “I would welcome such a 


plan and would be glad to have it made practicable.” 
The committee’s surprise was due to the fact that they 
had all conceived an idea that the great industrial in- 
terests of the country want the law kept just as it is 
—that is, that inasmuch as it has proved effective in 
the Oil and the Tobacco cases, these interests feel that 
any tinkering of the statute now would probably be in 
the direction of making it more drastic than before. 
Congressman Littleton’s suggestion is a good one 
and one that should be carried out at once. Under the 
present “anti-trust” law the big interests of the coun- 
try (and this is such a big country that we must have 
big interests) do not know when they are within the 
law and when they are not. Until the law is amended 
there will always be doubt as to just how a court’s ap- 
plication of “the rule of reason” would affect a con- 


- 
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cern that might be restraining trade but, in its own 
opinion, not restraining: it unreasonably and. conse- 
quently not unlawfully. That the executive head of 
the Steel Corporation would welcome a straightening 
out of the law as proposed ought not to surprise any- 
body. He wants to stay within the law and he wants 
a law that will tell him what is lawful and what is not. 








Tue business interests of the country are now won- 
dering what the Supreme Court of the United States 
mean by “reasonable” restraint of trade 
Reasonable” 214 when any restraint ceases to be rea- 

Restraint A 

of Trade, SOMable and becomes unreasonabie. 

While we do not pretend to pass upon 
the legal status of corporations or business concerns, 
we know that any restraint of trade :s liable to pass 
the reasonable point ; in fact, no restraint of trade can 
be called reasonable, nor can it ever work any good 
to the people of the country in general. Good busi- 
ness can only be built on the law of supply and de- 
mand, and when the supply is held up to create a 
stronger demand this restraint becomes “unreason- 
able” in good judgment, if not in legal judgment. Just 
what is meant by “reasonable” by the courts will have 
to be determined in each individual case, is the opin- 
ion of those familiar with the legal phase of this ques- 
tion. 

The decisions in the Standard Oil and American 
Tobacco cases show that there is a difference be- 
tween restraint of competition and restraint of trade. 
In other words, we may do as much as we like to 
restrain competition, as long as we do not restrain 
trade, but every business man in the country knows 
that these two things really are one and that it would 
be almost impossible to restrain competition without 
restraining trade. 

There has not been at any time in the history of 
this country the proper co-operative spirit between our 
lawmaking bodies and our commercial i::terests. There 
have been too many laws passed which could not be 
enforced without a harmful effect to business, and in 
too many cases they are enforced only at the whim 
of the public prosecutor. Laws should be founded, 
first of all, on right and justice, and after they are 
passed they should be enforced. Fully fifty per cent 
of the laws now on our statute books are not enforced 
because those with whom this duty rests say “it would 


hurt business.” <A law, the enforcement of which, 


would affect legitimate business should be repealed at 
once. It should not be left to some officeholder to say 
whether or not it should be used against this concern 
and not against that. 

The decisions of the Supreme Court above referred 
to have been a long step towards bringing the courts 
and the commercial interests closer together. It was 
careful in ordering that the dissolution of these com- 
binations be given time to be done in a way that will 
not throw the business interests of the country into an 
industrial and commercial disturbance. 

In its decision the Supreme Court directs the United 
States Circuit Court to provide a plan whereby these 
combinations can be dissolved and to determine to 
what extent they may go in reorganizing. 

There are some 1,200 “holding companies” or com- 
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binations in the country, and the capital they represent 
exceeds $10,000;000,000. Some of them; no doubt, 
have been formed and are carrying on business. in vi- 
olation of the statute. For their guidance in bring- 
ing themselves within the terms of the law the plan 
to be worked out by the Circuit Court will be valu- 
able; it ought to be sufficient. Now that the court 
kas made the plain distinction between restraint of 
competition and restraint of trade, the former being 
innocent and permissible unless it result in restraint of 
trade, which can never be innocent or permissible, the 
counsel of these “combinations” will be able to advise 
their managers how to put their houses in order. 
Even in advance of the determination of the Circuit 
Court, methods that are manifestly unlawful can be 
abandoned. The language of the two opinions ought 
to enable any intelligent lawyer or corporation man- 
ager to determine for himself what in his own case 
are unlawful practices. When conditions that con- 
form to the law have been universally established, dis- 
turbing anxieties will disappear. 








In a bulletin recently issued by the Bureau of Labor 
of the United States Department of Commerce and 
Employers’ Labor, the question of employers’ liabil- 
Liability In ity and workmen’s compensation is gone 
Government into quite extensively. An article by 
Report. —[_indley D. Clark summarizes the meas- 
ures that have been taken recently by the United 
States Government and by several of the state gov- 
ernments, with the view of modifying the present laws 
covering these subjects. A brief description of the 
nature of liability and compensation systems is fol- 
lowed by a short history of federal and state legisla- 
tion regarding such systems, and this in turn by an ac- 
count of the work up to the present time of various 
federal and state commissions appointed to inquire 
into employers’ liability and workmen’s compensation. 
The action taken by employers and associations of em- 
ployers and workmen is also fully shown, and the laws 
recently enacted by the state of New York relating to 
the same subjects are printed in full. 

Another article in the same bulletin gives the results 
of a recent conference in Chicago of state commission- 
ers on the subject of compensation for industrial acci- 
dents, with the conclusions reached by the confer- 
ence, and a third article discusses and presents in sum- 
mary form the important features of foreign work- 
men’s compensation systems at present in force in 
various countries. The summary covers 26 countries 
which have by legislative enactment provided some 
system of compensation of workmen in case of indus- 
trial accidents. 

The last article in the bulletin relates to the cost of 
employers’ liability and workmen’s compensation in- 
surance in the United States and various foreign coun- 
tries. This article is the result of a study by Miles 
M. Dawson, the purpose of which was to ascertain the 
cost to employers for insurance against industrial! acci- 
dents under the various systems of employers’ liability 
and workmen’s compensation at present in operation 
in the various countries. The premium rates charged, 
usually in the form of percentages of the pay roll, are 
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given for a large list of industries for Austria, Bel- 
gium, Denmark, Finland, France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, Canada and the United States.

A friend said to me the other day, while we were 
having a little talk on business: “I try to make all my 
help see the importance of system, and the hardest 
part of my work is in breaking in my new men to do 
things as they have been done before.” That was his 
idea of system, doing things as they have been done 
before; in other words, making a copy book out of a 
man. I believe in system, too, but I do not confuse 
“order” with “system.” What my friend was talk- 
ing about was order, which is very important and one 
of the first things in building system. The office man 
who is orderly is a common sight. He pulls the clock 
at the proper time; turns his papers over at the proper 
time, to a dot; asks for an increase of salary once or 
twice a year, whichever is “orderly” in the office in 
which he works; raises a family and finally dies, all 
in a very orderly way. But once in a while a young 
chap will step out from the crowd. He will be just 
as orderly about his work, but he will be systematic 
about it. He will be as regular about his work as the 
other man, but if he sees that changes are neces- 
sary, due to the rapid progress of the business world 
about him, he will make these changes, but he will still 
maintain his order. And after a while he will not be 
satisfied with following in the wake of progress and 
only making these changes because they were forced 
onto him. He will begin to be “progress” himself and 
make others follow where he followed before. Order 
means doing things exactly as they were done before, 
system has all the values of order and added to them 
the reaching out for new methods and new ideas to 
make the business better, larger and more profitable. 
The follower of this kind of system will not have to 
be orderly in asking for his raise in the approved 
style of the office. It will come to him of its own 
volition and as often as he earns it.

Enthusiasm is the greatest business asset in the 
world. It beats money, and power, and influence. 
Single handed, the enthusiast convinces and dominates 
where the wealth accumulated by a small army of 
workers would scarcely raise a tremor of interest. 
Enthusiasm tramples over prejudice and opposition, 


spurns inaction, storms the citadel of its object, and, 
like an avalanche, overwhelms and engulfs all. ob- 
stacles, Enthusiasm is nothing more or less than faith 
in action. Faith and initiative, rightly combined, re- 
move mountainous barriers and achieve the unheard of 
and miraculous. Set the germ of enthusiasm afloat in 
your shop; carry it in your attitude and manner; it 
spreads like contagion and influences every fiber of 
your industry before you realize it; it begets and in- 
spires effects you did not dream of; it means increase 
in production and decrease in costs; it means joy and 
pleasure and satisfaction to your workers; it means 
life, real and virile; it means spontaneous bed-rock 
results—the vital things that pay dividends.

Did you ever notice customers call for the pro- 
prietor when they go into a store? I have, and I have 
also noticed that it is not always because he is so popu- 
lar, either, but in most cases is because he will go a 
little under the marked price of an article. This has 
been the beginning of the downgrade slide for many 
merchants, who seem to think that it is better to cut 
the price than to lose the sale, when, if they will just 
stop to reason the matter out, they will see that they 
are doing their business a great injury. If you cut 
the price once, what reason has the customer to be- 
lieve that all your goods are not marked so as to make 
a reduction if necessary? I have seen many evils re- 
sulting from this source. In the first place the cus- 
tomer may think that he is the only one who can get 
a cut, and that he can only get it from the pro- 
prietor. Yet, he has the idea that your prices are 
made with a view to cutting, so when he has to send 
someone else for goods he sends them to the store 
which he knows has only one price. The dealer also 
hurts the trade his clerks can do, for the customers 
will look for the reduction ; they will always wait for 
the boss. Sometimes the clerks will think to them- 
selves, “Well, the boss does it so I guess it’s alright,” 
and so he, too, starts in at it. That reminds me of the 
reply of a certain small boy of my acquaintance, who 
was being given a “talking to” by his uncle. “Your 
father doesn’t think you have been especially well be- 
haved,” said the small boy’s uncle. “I know that,” 
answered the precocious juvenile, “But things I have 
heard mother say make me think he isn’t any great 
judge of high-class deportment.” And so as this 
little chap governed his own conduct by that of his 
dad, your clerks may follow in the example you set 
them. Make one price and stick to it, even if you lose 
the sale. The chances are that the customer will 
come back.

The “big head” is the popular way of expressing a 
general and frequent ailment. Various things cause it, 
but the foundation rests on a lack of sense. A little 
money develops it in some people, a few good clothes 
gives it to others, a little office of some kind develops 
it in others, and still others get it from having a better 
job than their associates. The truth is, no sensible 
man or woman ever gets the swell head. The person 
who becomes haughty and conceited and stiff. backed 
from a little success of any kind in nine cases out of 
ten is weak in the intellectual caliber.

ADVERTISED GOODS WILL SAVE THE DAY. 


The following expression on the subject of mail 
order competition by Chas. B. Smith of Waco, Texas, 
brings out a number of points that should be well con- 
sidered by those merchants who regard the catalogue 
house as their worst competitor, possessed of commer- 
cial advantages with which it is almost impossible to 
compete. 

“Ever since the organization of our association at 
Waco thirteen years ago, I have always been ready 
and anxious to do my full share in combating this 
evil, and I believe I am thoroughly awake to the im- 
portance of organized effort, but if such effort be mis- 
directed or conceived with poor judgment, then or- 
ganization is worse than chaos, hence we should be 
extremely cautious in adopting methods. 

“In recent years many schemes have been proposed 
which the projectors claimed would practically ex- 
terminate this foe to the retailer. My candid judg- 
ment is that the catalog house has come to stay and 
just in proportions as we advertise them by ‘knocking’ 
them to our customers, we help them along to that 
extent. 
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“I am, therefore, convinced beyond question that the 
best way to keep orders from going from home is to 
keep what the people want, push your business, adver- 
tise your own goods and never mention theirs. oe 

“I have built up a trade in my territory on certain 
manufacturers’ and jobbers’ special brands and trade- 
mark goods which no catalog house on earth can take 
away so long as I continue to push them and have 
them when called for. 

“Some dealers have a notion that our association 
could be used for the purpose of buying goods in large 
quantities and thus getting prices so much lower than 
those now being obtained that we could then meet cata- 
log house competition. 

“Such an idea, to my mind, is wholly impracticable. 

“Ever since our association was organized in 1898 
it has striven to foster the good will and hearty co- 
operation of all manufacturers and jobbers to the end 
that our interests would be protected by them. We 
have induced many of them to discontinue retail stores 
and cease selling to consumers till now we seldom have 
a complaint of this nature from anyone. For any mem- 
ber of our association to offer any proposition looking 
to the derangement of the ideal friendly relations now 
existing between Texas jobbers’ and manufacturers’ 
agents and the Texas retailers would be exceedingly 
unfortunate. iene 

“The catalog house question is one of vital impor- 
tance to all our membership, but we certainly must not 
get beside ourselves on the subject and thus foolishly 
sacrifice pleasant and profitable relations which we 
have spent years of patience, forbearance and long- 
suffering toil to bring up to their present ideal 
standard. 

“In all our thinking about and discussion of this 
subject, let us remember that we have many troubles 
which do not emanate from Chicago, and let us look 
to all the interest of our association and not become 
so ‘lop-sided’ as to lose sight of some things which are 
so essential to our very life.”

ADVERTISED GOODS WILL SAVE THE DAY. 


The following expression on the subject of mail 
order competition by Chas. B. Smith of Waco, Texas, 
brings out a number of points that should be well con- 
sidered by those merchants who regard the catalogue 
house as their worst competitor, possessed of commer- 
cial advantages with which it is almost impossible to 
compete. 

“Ever since the organization of our association at 
Waco thirteen years ago, I have always been ready 
and anxious to do my full share in combating this 
evil, and I believe I am thoroughly awake to the im- 
portance of organized effort, but if such effort be mis- 
directed or conceived with poor judgment, then or- 
ganization is worse than chaos, hence we should be 
extremely cautious in adopting methods. 

“In recent years many schemes have been proposed 
which the projectors claimed would practically ex- 
terminate this foe to the retailer. My candid judg- 
ment is that the catalog house has come to stay and 
just in proportions as we advertise them by ‘knocking’ 
them to our customers, we help them along to that 


extent. 
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“I am, therefore, convinced beyond question that the 
best way to keep orders from going from home is to 
keep what the people want, push your business, adver- 
tise your own goods and never mention theirs. 

“T have built up a trade in my territory on certain 
manufacturers’ and jobbers’ special brands and trade- 
mark goods which no catalog house on earth can take 
away so long as I continue to push them and have 
them when called for. 

“Some dealers have a notion that our association 
could be used for the purpose of buying goods in large 
quantities and thus getting prices'so much lower than 
those now being obtained that we could then meet cata- 
log house competition. 

“Such an idea, to my mind, is wholly impracticable. 

“Ever since our association was organized in 1898 
it has striven to foster the good will and hearty co- 
operation of all manufacturers and jobbers to the end 
that our interests would be protected by them. We 
have induced many of them to discontinue retail stores 
and cease selling to consumers till now we seldom have 
a complaint of this nature from anyone. For any mem- 
ber of our association to offer any proposition looking 
to the derangement of the ideal friendly relations now 
existing between Texas jobbers’ and manufacturers’ 
agents and the Texas retailers would be exceedingly 
unfortunate. ws shee 

“The catalog house question is one of vital impor- 
tance to all our membership, but we certainly must not 
get beside ourselves on the subject and thus foolishly 
sacrifice pleasant and profitable relations which we 
have spent years of patience, forbearance and long- 
suffering toil to bring up to their present ideal 
standard. 

“In all our thinking about and discussion of this 
subject, let us remember that we have many troubles 
which .do not emanate from Chicago, and let us look 
to all the interest of our association and not become 
so ‘lop-sided’ as to lose sight of some things which are 
so essential to our very life.”

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Heating and Ventilating 


DRAFT IN CHIMNEYS AND VENTILATING 
FLUES. 





Jas. H. Reed of the Stove & Range Company of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., is authority for the following, con- 
cerning the draft in chimneys and the velocity of air 
in ventilating flues: 

AS TO HEIGHT. 

Adding 100 per cent to height of a flue increases the 
draft 42 per cent. 

Adding 50 per cent to height of a flue increases the 
draft 21 per cent. 

Adding 33 per cent to height of a flue increases the 
draft 14 per cent. 

Adding 25 per cent to beight of a flue increases the 
draft 11 per cent. 

AS TO TEMPERATURE DIFFERENCE. 

Increasing temperature difference 100° per cent in- 
creases air velocity 42 per cent. 

Increasing temperature différence 50 per cent in- 
creases air velocity 21 per cent. 

Increasing temperature difference 33 per cent in- 
creases air velocity 14 per cent. 

Increasing. temperature difference 25 per cent in- 
creases air velocity 11 ptr cent. 

For example: 

(1) A’ flue To feet high and a temperature differ- 
ence of 10° F. has an air velocity of 108 feet per 
minute. 

(2) Then a flue 20 feet in height and a temperature 
difference of 10° F. has an air velocity of 108 feet + 
42 per cent=153 feet per minute. 

With a temperature difference df 20° F.: 

First flue would have an air velocity of 108-442 per 
cent=153 feet per minute. 

Second flue would have an air velocity of 153 feet 
+42 per cent—217 feet per minute. 

When increase of either height or temperature is 
over 100 per cent then it is necessary to compound the 
percentages. For example: 

A flue 1o feet high with a temperatute difference of 
40° F. has an air velocity of 108-+-42 per cent-+-42 per 
cent==217 feet per minute. 

In some instances there will be a slight variation be- 
tween results thus obtained and published tables, but 
the same difference is found between the various 
tables.

The chief of the Fire Department of Muskegon, 
Mich., has hit upon an inexpensive method of keeping 
the water hot in the fire engine boilers of his depart- 
ment. As is generally well known, the water in the 
engine boiler must be kept at the boiling point, and to 
accomplish this some kind of a heater has to be used, 
usually an expensive appliance in the basement. To 
do away with this expensive arrangement, the Mus- 
kegon department gets around it by installing an

THE NEW OHIO BUILDING CODE. 


The state of Ohio now has a building code to apply 
in municipalities where the building code is not strin- 
gent enough to protect the life and health of the pub- 
lic. The enforcement of the law is in the hands of the 
state fire marshal, the inspector of workshops and 
factories and the state board of health. 

The feature of interest to the heating trade is that 
the law requires that in the heating of public build- 
ings a system shall be installed which will uniformly 
heat all parts of the building to a temperature of 65 
degrees and a ventilating system must be installed 
which will change the air at least six times an hour. 
The heating and ventilating of all assembly halls and 
auditoriums must be so heated and ventilated as to 
give each person not less than 1,200 cubic feet of air. 
The system to be installed shall either be a gravity 
or mechanical system, gravity indirect steam or hot 
water, or a mechanical indirect steam or hot water 
system, and the fresh air shall be taken from the out- 
side of the building and no ventilated air shaii be re- 
heated. 

The law not only applies to new buildings, but when

ADVERTISING TALKS. 


The following story, told me by a former newspaper 
reporter, now an advertising writer, illustrates the impor- 
tance attached to accuracy in news by editors of newspapers. 

If the same care were taken with the advertising columns, 
how much more effective advertising would be: 


“T was assigned to report the sudden death of a young 
man whose family was most anxious to keep the circum- 
stances of his death out of the newspapers. There was a 
suspicion that he had died by his own hand. 


“I got the facts and wrote the story for my paper. What 


I wrote I knew to be absolutely true. 
“The other newspapers next day denied the story—said 
there was not a word of truth in it. 


“I was summoned before my managing editor, who 
criticised me severely for palming off on my paper a ‘fa‘ce’ 
story. 

“T told him all the circumstances—how I secured the 
facts, and convinced him that I was right. 

“Whereupon he told me to get a statement from the 
father of the young man, confirming what I had written, else 
he—the managing editor—would prosecute him—the father— 
criminally for furnishing false news to the newspapers. 

“Tt seems that there is a law that punishes by fine or 
imprisonment anybody who furnishes false news. The father, 
in this case, had told the newspapers that there was not a 
word of truth in my story. 

“T interviewed the father and he signed a statement that 
all I had written was true, but he urged me not to publish it, 
and I promised to try and get my managing editor to with- 
hold it, for all that I wanted was vindication. 

“My managing editor insisted on its publication, however, 
as a matter of my personal vindication as well as vindication 
of the accuracy of the news columns of the paper. 

“All the other newspapers got busy then and printed the 
story in all its details. 

“That incident taught me a great lesson. I learned then 
the value of thorough investigation and absolute accuracy 
which has stood’ me in great stead in the advertising business 

“T would no more think of writing an advertisement that 
was untrue in its slightest particular than I would of cutting 
off my arm. 

“And since my reportorial days, knowing as I do, how 
desirous editors are to print only facts, I have often won- 
dered why the same desire for accuracy in the advertising col- 
umns does not obtain. 

“Why shouldn’t the advertising department closely 
watch the advertisements printed? Why shouldn't there be 
a managing editor of that department whose duty it should 
be to verify the statements made in the advertising news? 

“IT think something of this kind will happen in every 
newspaper office before a great while.” 

The managing editor who was so anxious to vindicate 
both the reporter and his paper on a news story should per- 
suade his publisher to cut out of his advertising columns many 
advertisements that are fraudulent and unreliable.

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PATTERNS FOR MINER’S TORCH. 











BY O. W. KOTHE. 


In reply to the inquiry of S. M. Kline in Tue 
AMERICAN ARTISAN Of May 27, asking for patterns 
for a miner’s torch, I herewith submit one that is most- 
ly used in coal mines. The development as here shown 
is the radial line development method, the same as ap- 
plied to all true flaring articles, but it should be un- 
derstood when a tapering spout miters to another 
round body, be it straight or tapering, the results ob-

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‘to the required pitch the spout is to have. Then in its 


proper place draw the line 7-5 at right angles to the 
center line 3-X ; also draw the line 7-7’ to correspond 
to the length of the spout. Now make these two lines 
equal to the diameter the spout is to be, then draw 
lines 7-7 and 5-7’; also extend these lines until they 
meet in point X as shown, Next describe the section 
“N” and divide in equal spaces, as shown by J, 2, 3, 
etc.; then from these points draw lines perpendicular 
to the line 7-5, as shown by 2’-3’-4’ Now from these 
points draw lines to the apex X. The slant line 7-6 is 
drawn at will, so as to give the spout the proper ap- 
pearance. Now project lines from points a-b-c-7 and 
d-e-f and 8 until they reach the line 5-6 as shown. 
Note.—These lines must be drawn so as to be at right

tained are only approximate; the greater the taper the 
less accurate the pattern will be by applying this short 
method in developing the patterns. However, should 
the true patterns for a cone intersecting a cone be re- 
quired, then the long geometrical principle must be 
applied, which involves considerable time and thought 
before the required points are located and the pattern 
can be developed. For this reason this method may 
be applied to articles of this kind where the tapering 
is not too great. To develop this problem, first draw 
the line G W indefinitely and from it construct the 
body for the torch, making A B and C D to their re- 
quired diameters ; also extend the side lines A D and 
B C until they meet in point W as shown. Next con- 
struct the spout by first drawing the center line 3, X 





angles to the center line 3-X. For the pattern of the 
spout set compass equal to X-5 as radius and X as 
center, strike an arc as shown; then take spaces 
I-2-3-4-5 from section “N” and step them off on the 
arc as shown. Now from these points draw lines to 
the apex X, then set compass equal to X and the va- 
rious radii between points 5 and 6, and using X as 
center strike arcs through the stretchout as shown. 
Then trace a free-hand curve through the proper 
points of intersection as shown by 7’-c’-b’-a’-6’ and 
8’-f’-e'-d’ and 5, etc. Also allow for lap and the pat- 
tern for the spout is complete. For the pattern of the 
body, first describe the section “M” and divide in any 
number of equal spaces, then set compass to a radius 
equal to W A and W D, and with W as center strike 
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two arcs indefinitely ; then take the spaces and trans- 
fer them to the lower arc as shown.. Now draw lines 
to the apex W, allow for lap and the pattern for the 
body is finished. To obtain the opening in the body, 
draw the center line C W; also draw the horizontal 
lines 8-8”, e-e” and 5-5”, as shown in line A D. Next set 
compass to W as center, strike arcs until they reach 
the line C W, as shown by 8-e-§ in pattern ; next with 
compass take line e-e° from the elevation, and with e 
in pattern as center mark points ¢°-e°, then trace an 
elliptical curve through these points, and you have the 
opening. Note.—lIt is best to leave small lap on the 
inside, so as to be sure that the opening will not be too 
large for the spout. The pattern for the bottom is de- 
scribed with the same radius as section “J/” was de- 
scribed with; allow the small lap and the pattern is 
finished.

N RP the plan of a vessel having straight sides and 
semi-circular ends, one end of which is slanting. First

draw a correct plan and elevation of the article, seeing 
that each point of the elevation is carefully projected 
from its corresponding point in the plan. Divide half 
of the boundry line of the top into any number of 
equal spaces, commencing at O, all as shown by the 
small figures 7, 2, 3, etc., in plan. _From the points 
thus obtained carry lines vertically until they cut the 
top of elevation, as shown in the points B and L; also 
continue the lines downward until they meet the line 
O T, all as shown. From the points between B and L 
thus obtained draw lines parallel to D B, producing 
them upward indefinitely, and continue them down- 
ward until they meet the bottom line of the elevation 
D F, as shown. At right angles to the lines just drawn, 
and at any convenient distance from the elevation, 
draw H G. With the dividers set off from the line 
H G, on each of the lines drawn through it, the dis- 
tance from T O, on the lines of corresponding number, 
to the curved line P O. In other words, make G K 


equal to T 6 of the plan. Set off spaces on the other 


lines corresponding to the distance on like lines in the 
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plan. Through the points thus obtained trace a line, 
as shown by K H. Then K G H will be the half-pro- 
file of the end of the vessel on any line, as L M, drawn 
at right angles to the line B D. The stretchout of the 
pattern is to be taken from the profile thus constructed. 
At right angles to D H, and at any convenient distance 
from it, draw U V, upon which lay off twice the 
stretchout of K H, numbering each way from the cen- 
tral point 1,as shown. From the points in the stretch- 
out thus obtained draw measuring lines at right angles 
to it indefinitely. With the blade of the T-square set 
at right angles with B D, and brought successively 
against the points in F D, cut lines of corresponding 
number drawn through the stretchout. Then a line 
traced through the points of intersection as shown by 
Z Y, will be the pattern of the bottom end of the piece. 
In like manner bring the blade of the T-square against 
the points in L B and cut corresponding measuring 
lines, as shown, for the top of the pattern. If it is de- 
sired to make a joint upon the line E F, of the eleva- 
tion, the triangular shaped piece E L F may be added 
to the pattern as follows: With the dividers take the 
distance E F of the elevation as radius, and from the 
point Z of the pattern as center describe an arc. In 
like manner, with E L of the elevation as radius, and 
point R in the upper line of pattern as center, describe 
a second are, cutting the first arc in the point W. Con- 
nect W and R and also with Z. 

The triangular piece at the opposite end terminating 
in point X is added in a similar manner, thus complet- 
ing the entire pattern of that portion of the vessel 
from the line E F to the right.

PUMP. 





Getting at the seat of little defects often makes a 
manufacturer popular with the trade, on account of the 
time and convenience these little corrections mean to 
the operator. This is what is done in a jacket /im- 
provement for the pump used on engi nck and

firepots, which has been devised by the Sherwood 
Mfg.

Everyone who has used the gasoline torch or fire-pot 
knows how the pump will suck wind and gasolene. The 
illtistration shown here describes how the Sherwood 
Mfg. Co., 2127 N. Senate Ave., Indianapolis, Ind., 
manufacturers of “Standard” gasolene fire-pots, have 
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gotten around this trouble. Figure 1 illustrates the, 


“C. & L” pump almost universally used where air 
pressure is required to make good fires in gasolene 
fire-pots and torches. Users of this pump know that it 
is out of order for no other reason than that the check 
valve is not protected from the gasolene. Figure 2 
illustrates a closed end nickel plated brass shell which 
is called the jacket. This jacket has a small air hole 
at the open threaded end, just under the threads, and 
Figure 3 illustrates the completed jacketed pump, ready 
to re-enter the collar of the tank of the fire-pot or 
torch and be screwed into place as before. The air is 
now pumped into the closed end jacket and rises to the 
top around the pump (between pump and jackét), and 
enters the tank through the small hole just under the 
threads, and on top of the gasolene, instead of under 
and through the gasolene as before. The methods for 
using the jacket improvement are very simple and all 
that is necessary to do is to unscrew the pump from 
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the collar of the tank of your firepot or torch, remove 
the dried-up leather washer, and put the new one in its 
place and oil with good lubricating oil. Next, unscrew 
the cap and remove the plunger and assemble with the 
new leathers and washer as shown in the illustrations. 
Also put the new cork valve washer in place of the 
leaky one as is shown in the illustration. Now remove 
any roughness of solder at the threads and file them 
a trifle so the jacket will just start to screw on. You 
can then prick another hole in the jacket to let the air 
out.

INDIANAPOLIS TIN AND SHEET METAL 
STRIKE ENDED. 








The strike of Indianapolis, Ind., tin and sheet metal 
workers, which has been in effect since June 1 was de- 
clared off Tuesday, June 13, when committees repre- 
senting the employers and employes, in session at the 
Denison Hotel, reached an agreement that the men 
should return to work Wednesday, June 14, at a wage 
scale of 45 cents an hour. The old scale was 42% cents 
an hour and the men demanded an increase to 47% 
cents, with a half holiday on Saturday. They accepted 
2% cents increase without the half holiday. Thirty 
shops and about 180 men were affected by the strike. 
Although the men return Wednesday to work the new 
wage scale agreement is dated to become effective 
July 1 and continue until April, 1913.

HARDWARE. 

The trade in all lines of hardware has been fairly 
active during the past week. Ideal weather condi- 
tions have kept the wholesale houses busy, which 
is general at this period of the year when the summer 
rush is expected. During the last few weeks farm- 
ers throughout the country have been busy with their 
spring work, and consequently trade with the retail 
men has been a little backward from country points. 
Jobbers report a fairly good business in all lines of 
hardware, with the dealer buying very conservatively, 
and financial reports show that the hardware business 
in general is in a very good condition. One drop of 
interest to the hardware man is in gasolene, where 
prices are at the lowest level in years. The wholesale 
price is now $6.50 per barrel, or 11 cents net per gal- 
lon. This compares with a quotation of 13 cents in 
1910 and 1909, a price of 11% cents in 1908 and 
16% cents in 1907. Retail prices have been held 
somewhat more steadily. There is, however, very lit- 
tle uniformity in retail prices, there being a wide vari- 
ation with locality and conditions of competition and 
monopoly. The general range is from 15 to 20 cents 
per gallon. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.80 at the mill 
for carloads and $1.95 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.95 pef keg. The base price is $2 for full 
carloads at the mill and $2.10 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.03, $2.10 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers, car lots, $1.98; retailers, car lots, $2.09, with 
30 cents for galvanizing ; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car lots, $2.05. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 

Tin plate operations have been falling off rather 
sharply the past fortnight. The leading interest has 
operated this week a shade under 150 mills, or say 
63 per cent of its total, 235 mills, while the inde- 
pendents have operated equal to about 90 mills, mak- 
ing a total of 240. This compares with say 300 mills 
during April, which while not full operation of exist- 
ing mills, was a better total of mills than any other 
year at the time, when the existing capacity was run- 
ning practically full. Now operations are down be- 
low the normal for the season. In other words, the 
usual falling off which occurs about July 1st is com- 
ing about a month earlier. The present reduced rate 


ought to be held fairly well through the summer, with- 
out farther reduction, as no doubt buyers have been 
putting off specifying as much as possible. 
tions have been fair the past week.

SHEETS. 

No change is reported in the sheet market, and 
the mills are still operating on about one-half capacity, 
with prospects that the market will continue as it is 
now for some time. Buyers are taking only what 
they need for present demands. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.65 out of store 
per 100 pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 

Domestic consumers of copper are buying more 
freely. The strength of the new price of 125¢c made 
by the United Metals Selling Company is shown by 
the fact that independent producers are refusing bids 
of 12%c for lots of 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 lbs. of 
electrolytic copper. It is said that the United Metals 
Sellings Company controls the situation, but its stocks 
of metal have been materially reduced. Supplies of 
copper are said to be smaller than at any time in two 
years. Speculators who sold copper on the theory that 
it would drop to 11c a pound are having a hard time 
covering their short contracts. 

The market continues to show a firmer tone as a re- 
sult of the speculative operations in London and the 
good demartd in Europe for the refined metal. Pro- 
duc@s this week were generally asking higher prices 
for electrolytic for both nearby and future shipment. 
Sales are reported to have been made as high as 125<c, 
with no pressure to sell ‘even at that figure. On the 
call at the Metal Exchange, the market was firm and 
prices were 5 points higher. Spot was offered at 
12.15¢ with 12c bid. June was held at 12.20c, with 
12c bid, and July to September were 12.25c asked and 
12.05 bid. The London market opened firm and 
closed steady, with spot showing a net advance of 2s, 
6d, while futures were up 3s, 9d. 





TIN. 

The tin markets in London and in this -country 
have been very erratic all the week, and at times have 
shown a great deal of excitement. New high records 
have been made for spot tin, the London quotation 
touching £233 last Friday, but closing at £222. 
Monday the market again advanced to £231, closing 
at that figure. The fluctuations were very wide on all 
market days. It is a peculiar feature of the market 
that, while spot tin has been advancing by leaps and 
bounds, futures have declined nearly £4 for the 
week, 

The erratic market is entirely due to the operations 
of the London tin syndicate, which controls the bulk 
of the spot tin available for deliveries. The effect of 
the operations of the syndicate has been to demoralize 
business, both in London and in this country. 





LEAD. 
Nothing has occurred in the lead ore market the 
past week to change the conditions that have prevailed 
for a number of weeks. Prices have held rigidly to 
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the same old extremes of $54 to $58 according to the 
grade of the ore and the size of the lot. The sales 
reported continue to show a close absorption of the 
entire weekly output. 

The smallness of the present production of the 
Joplin district has necessitated the buying of small 
lots with as much zeal and care as large lots and to 
that end the huyers have been combing the field for 
every available pound from the scrapper with a 
bucketful to the operator with a carload. Stocks of 
ore at the sznelters in that district are gradually being 
depleted. 

The New York lead price is up to the Trust equiva- 
lent, 4% New York, and the St. Louis market has 
advanced: to 4.27% bid, spot and futures, 4.32% 
asked, and sellers shy. 


SPELTER. 


Both the New York and*St. Louis spelter markets 
showed a firmer tone this week. Advices from the 
St. Louis market report receipts past week, 76,020 
slabs, against 120,810 ‘the week previous. Receipts 
since Jan. I, 2,013,850 slabs, against 2,148,140 last 
year. Shipments past week, 70,370 slabs, against 119,- 
170 the week before. Shipments since Jan. 1, 2,388,- 
320 slabs, against 1,983,100 last year. 


IRON BARS. 


There is a moderate demand in iron bars and the 
market is rather easy. 

Quotations are as follows: $1.30@1.35 for refined 
bars and $1.20@1.25 for ordinary. 


COKE. 

While quite a few good sized coke contracts are 
pending there is very little doing in the way of new 
business. There has been a further reduction in the 
output of furnace coke. For the week ended June 3, 
the output in the Connellsville region was 259,256 tons 
and the shipments amounted to 8,335 cars, which is a 
decrease from the preceding week of 1,493 tons in 
production and 382 cars in shipments. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00@2.20 is quoted for prompt shipment and $2.25 
@2.40 for shipment over the second half of this year. 
Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is quoted at $1.65 
@1.75 for shipment over the next six months. 





PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market continues quiet, with buyers 
holding off. This is not strange, in view of the de- 
cline in prices already noted and the possibility that 
other reductions may be made in the selling prices 
from time to time. Consumers are buy.ng as spar- 
ingly as possible, even when they have a good volume 
of business in sight. This policy has worked well for 
months »past, and nothing in the present situation 
seems to call for an early change. 

The merchant furnaces have made a further reduc- 
tion in their output and the production of pig iron 
is but little over the rate of 21,600,000 tons per year. 
In May there was a reduction in output of nearly 
200,000 tons, about 125,000 tons of this being by the 
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steel concerns. Since June 1 the reduction has been 
almost entirely by the merchant furnaces. 

The pipe works continue to be the largest. buyers, 
though the foundrymen are steadily taking small lots 
of iron. The bulk of the business is still being put 
through on offers, and salesmen have no hesitation in 
submitting any reasonable offer, except possibly in the 
case of the Virginia furnaces, where $12.25 ton, Roan- 
oke, appears to be about the bottom for third quarter 
iron. Some of the furnaces are asking a small pre- 
mium over third quarter for deliveries in the last half. 

In the Alabama district the market seems to have 
got down squarely on the basis of $10.50 ton, Bir- 
mingham, and it is possible that this might be shaded 
in some cases. The for northern

Locally this week there has been a sale of a round 
lot of Basic, in the neighborhood of 10,000 tons. A large 


foundry interest has bought 2,500 tons and orders for 100 
tons and carload lots have been numerous. 

Coke has been more active and a good deal of it has 
been sold for delivery over the season.
